It now appears likely that President T ru m an w ill m ake the 


race for re-election— as a m atter of fact, it is becoming: more 
and more obvios that he has so intended all the time, a n i 
m erely acted "co y*’ for political effect. 
I his being the probable prospect, 
the 
question 
arises: 


W h e re w ill the South stand with regard to President T ru m a n ' 
next year? 
I he question holds one of the keys to the outcome. 
I he quickest and easiest w ay for the President to be d e­ 
feated w ould be for the South once again to turn against him, but 
next year to do the one thing w hich can possibly m ake D ixie’s 
mistrust of M r. Trum an effective— that is. vote Republican. 
There w ill be those w ho w ill q uickly say that the time hasn t 


yet arrived when the South w ill vote Republican. 
The answer to 


that is that the South voted quite largely R ep ub lican in 192ft, 
casting m ore of its support to Rep ub lican H o o v e r than to D em o ­ 
crat Sm ith. 
A g ain, there w ill be those w h o quickly say that the 1928 


election in the South turned on a religious issue, and that no such 
issue is going to rise next year. T h e answer is that, for w hatever 
reasons, in one crucial election the South did vote h eavily R e ­ 
publican— and the w o rld d id n ’t com e to an end, or the sun fall 
out of the heavens. 
Surely it cannot be argued that if. as happened once under 


certain circumstances, the South voted R ep ub lican out of m otives 
dealing w ith sectarianism — it still w ould not consider doing so 
for reasons rising out of patriotism. 
A s a m atter of fact, that is substantially the issue as it p re­ 
sents itself b elow the M ason-D ixon line— patriotism vs. patron­ 
age. 
T h a t’s the w a y it stood, back in 1948— and, confronted by 


the choice of bow ing their head to the C IO -T ru m an yoke, and 
standing up for A m e rica’s destiny and integrity, the South largely 
said, " T o heck w ith p atronag e," and stood firm against Trum an. 
U n d er some circumstances, the D ixiecrat m ovem ent would 


have cut aw ay enough of the T ru m an strength to insure his defeat.

O n the other hand, the D ixiecrats had the equally 
scant 


satisfaction of looking back after it w as all over, and realizing 
that if they had called off the D ixiecrat m ovem ent before it ever 
got started, and cast their votes for the Rep ub lican ticket, then 
they could have helped elect a new President in the place of the 
one they so bitterly opposed.
